ALASKA COAL LANDS

While the full text of the Alaska conl
leasing bill has not hean glven out, the
brief synopses of it that have been pub-
Ushed no doubt Indleate Its general char-
acter. The mers fact that it Is a leasing
blll Introducea n novel featurs, and to
the ploneer element, upon which the de-
velopment of the territory dependas, It puts
up a proposition with which it is not fa-
millar. It is a very taut nnd tough string
that the Government holds in its hands
under the arrangement that has finally
been deelded upon. In opening up new
mineral lands of any desoription the par-
tles engaged In the undertnking assumea
Inrgs risks. The coal lands are to be
leased In tracts of 40 ncres or multiples,
not exceedlng 2450 acores, to o slngle in-
dividual or company and the duration of
the leasa Is not to excesd 00 years. The
Government 18 to recelve not less than 3
conts per ton for the conl mined, while
tha maximum that it may exact {s un-
limited.—Boaton Tranacript.

The bill Ia most weleome as a nstep
toward the development of Alaska's nate
ural resonrces and as ending the tis-up
from which that Terrltory and its people
hava suffered for elght years na the re-
milt of the acrid controverasy hetweon
the extreme “‘conservationi=ta"” and thelr
opponents,—Chlcago Herald.

POLITICS IN
PENNSYLVANIA

Progress of the State Campaign.
Significant Incidents and De-

velopments of the Week.

By far the most sensatlonal political
evearnt of the week wans the charge brought
ngalnst Senator Penrose by the XNorth
Amerlcan.  That paper accused Pen-
rogse with treachery to the Vares
und  other lleutenants In a secret
agreement, and asserted that he con-
{esaed to the editora of the North Amer-
lenn that he had contributed to a fund
of §198,000 to debauch ex-Mayor John E.
Reyburn. State Senator James P, Mo-
Nichol and Congressman Willlam 8. Vare
wers named as the other contributora to
the fund.

In spite of repeated challenges to re-
futa the charges, Penrose falled to do so,
beyond lssuing a gencral dental and pour-
ing a sea of vituperation upon the heads
of his accueers. He also falled to show
any Intention of hallng his accusers Into
court on the charge of libel

Senator James P, MeNichol endeavorad
to brush the charges aside by ridleuling
them, Eenator Vare sald that he would
remnin loyal to the party and support
its candidates.

After Kkeeping sllent on the subject
for four days, Congresaman Willlam S.
Vare rosn to o question of personal privi-
lega on the fNoor of the House of ilepre-
sentatives, denying any participation In
the alleged corruption fund and demand-
Ing that Senator Penrose deny ever hav-
ing made the atatement attributed to him
by the North Americin. Senator Penrose
again made & general stutement, but
uvolded the speclfic points on which Con-
gresamnn Vare demanded an explanation,

Presldent Wilson, In a letter to Powell
FEvans, of Philadelphla, gave his unquall-
fied Indorsement to the candldncy of Hep-
resentntive Palmer. The Presldent's let-
tér wis not written at the request of
Mr. Palmer. The Presidant sald in part:

“I have seen Mr., Palmer teated; I know
his quallty. FPennsylvanis ought to ac-
cept and truat him, and through him play
a proper part In the constructive work
of m new genaration.”

Bonator George W. Norris, of Nebraskn,
announced in Wanshington that he would
come to FPenneylvanlgs to fAght Senator
Penrose, Senator Norrls sald:

"It Is the fNrst duty of the Republican
party to destroy Penroselsm. As a Re-
publican Senator I conaslder it n duty to
my ('.um!c'lenco, A ﬂutr ta decant citizen-
ghip and a duty to popular government
to oppose with all my powar the re-
slaction of Holes Ponross to ths United
Statea Sonnte.”

In an address at Erte defors 1500 voters
Colonsl Theodors Roosavelt urged the
slection of Giford Pinehnt te the Benn-
torship and Vance . MeCormick to the
Governorshlp. Fe bitterly assailed Pen-
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rose os the man who had put Pennsylva-
nia on the map as a bad spot.

A canvasa made by the EvENING
LengER showed a rapld growth of the

COURSE OF THE |
EUROPEAN WAR

Military and Naval Operations

Considered in Relation to the

General Situation.

War oparationa In nartharn Franes and
Belgium during the last week weare more
spectacular than any previous oumpalens
of the great Huropsan econfllet. With
haavy foroes tha Germans, after oaptur-
Ing Ostend, mads a terrific dash down
the comst of Belglum Inte France, and
wers headed toward the strongly fortl-
find ity of Dunkirk. Thia movemant
the Alllea sffectivaly chealed,

The escaps of the Balgian army from
Antwerp and ita junoture with the
Frenoh and British left wing was a re-
markabls feat, Tha Belgiana bors much
of tha brunt of the German rush. 8o

stubborn was the resistance of the Allles
that the Germans have been henten far
back Inland.

A distinetly new featurs of the opera-
tlons was the part playsd by British
warahips In thsa Engllsh Channel, Monl«
tors of light draught ran closs In whore
and shelled the German trencheas so afs
fectivaly that retreat was forced.

Counter<movements by  tha  Allles
threaten the German forees which awapt
down the eopnt. Courtral has been re-
portad oocaupled by the Allles. T this
fa trus, a deadly wedge hns heen driven
and ths Germans may be out off from
the maln body of thel# troops.
